i Emigration. 


A Berlin dispatch to the London 


Standard of the 14th instant says: 
"What with conscription, protection, 
taxation, commercial crisis and war- 
like apprehensions, emigration from 
Germany suddenly assumes propor- 
tions exceeding anything witnessed 
for eight years past. In a circular 
from Bremen I read the astonishing 
statement that six steamers leaving 
that port between the 4th and llth 
of April conveyed no fewer than 
6,800 emigrant* Between the 1st 
of January and the llth of April 
14,000 were dlip«tch«i from Bre- 
men, being half the total number 
who niled dating the whole of last 
summer. So large a number hav- 
ing embarked in the spring, it is to 
be anticipated that during the com- 
ing summer—that being the princi- 
pal season usually chosen—the roll 
of emigrants from the Fatherland 
will be unexampled. It is to be 
remarked that the passengers are, as 
a rule, much better clad than those 
who left in past years. Emigration 
to North America on an exception- 
ally large scale is likewise taking 
plaeefrom Scandinavia. More than 
2,000 Swedes have already sailed 
from Bremen since the close of 
win- 


ter, and on the 4th of April the 
Lloyd's steamer Hohenstaufen left 
the same jmrt for Christiania, where 
1,000 emigrants, booked for New 
York, were taken on board.
